In relation to the Petition of the Luſtring Company. 


Preſented to the Honourable Houſe of Commons. 


Bout the Months of May and Jaxe laſt, and before, the ſaid 

Goudet and Baryaw's Letters were 'often intercepted and ftopp'd 

here; many of them importing Advice of ſeveral Bills of Ex- 

change by them drawn on Places beyond the Seas, and others con- 

* taining Remittances to diſcharge the ſaid Draughts ; Bills of 

Loading, and other matters of the greateſt conſequence to Merchants : 

Which ſeemed to be contrived to the end that the ſaid Gonder and Barras's 

Bills might for want of their {aid Advices and Remittances, return back pro- 

teſted, 12 the time of their intended Confinement , and ſo occaſion their 
breaking. 

The taii Gondet was on the 15h of the faid Month of Juze taken up, and 
their Books and Papers ſeized by Warrant from the Secretary of State, for 
{aſpicion of Treaſon and Treaſonable PraQtices: And on the 13th of Nowem- 
ber following, the {aid Barras, and few days before, Peter Lompuevtille ( who 
was f-rmerly their Partner ) were alſo taken up by virtue of the like Warrants. 

The {id L ongueville, Goudet, and Barran, were obliged to give 6000 /. Sec- 
curity cach for their Appearance at the Xzjzzs-Bench the firſt day of the follow- 
ing Terms: And the lait day of laſt Mzichaelmas Term, nothing being alledged 
ag-iit bim the ſaid Gonudert, though the ſaid Books and Papers had been exa- 
n::3ed by the Luſtring Company, and a Reporc made thereof, he was dil- 
chiryed by ine ſaid Court: Aﬀter which, having demanded the ſaid Books 
ani zp.:rsof Caprain Hepry Baker, who had them in his poſſeſſion, and being 
deriii:4 tne ſame, the ſaid Court, upon a Motion made by the ſaid Goulet and 
Barrai: the laft day of laſt Hilary Term, ordered the ſaid Books and Papers to 
be forti; with reſtored to them, and the ſaid Zomgneville and Barran, and their 
_ Bail, to bz C:icharged. 

This not only put them the ſaid Gonaet and Barran to vaſt Charges, but for 
want of their Books and Papers for Nine Months together, they are diſabled to 
- proceed in their Buſineſs, and cannot avoid falling into a Confuſion, if not 
ſpeedily relieved. 

The Luitring Company notwithſtanding, who for ſome private hatred 
and jealouſy of Trade, have been the promoters of all theſe proceedings, to 
prevent the teſtoring the ſaid Books and Papers, and finding no Evidence 
againſt them: the ſaid Goudert and Barrau, of any Treaſonable, or other evil 
PraQtices, -as was by them ſuggeſted, have now by their Petition preſented to 
this Honourable Houſe, prayed that the ſaid Books and Papers may be exa- 
mined by Order of this Houle. 

The ſaid Gondet and Barrau utterly deny ever to have had any Share in, 
ot Knowledg of any Combination or Deſign againſt the ſetting up here the 
ManufaQory of Luſtrings and Alamodes, but on the contrary they have en- 
couraged and promoted the ſame to the utmoſt of their power, by ſupplying 
with Raw Silk fit for that work, a great many private Maſter Weavers, who 
employed many Hundreds of poor People abour it under them ; and had 
brought ir to a much greater perfection than the ſaid Luſtring Company, 
when they obtained a Clauſe in an ACt of Parliameat paſt the laſt Seſſion, ex- 
cluding all others from making the ſaid ſorts of Goods. The ſaid Raw Silk 
Imported by them the ſaid Gouder and Barra, being the Returns of conſi- 
derable Quantities of Cloath and other Woollen ManufaQories of this King- 
dom; the Exportation whereof was and ftill is their chief Trade and Buſineſs, 
as they are ready to prove by the Teſtimony of the ſaid Weavers and the 
Blackwell- Hall FaQtors. 

The ſaid Goudet and Barrau hope therefore, that this Honurable Houſe will 
pleaſe to Order that their ſaid Books and Papers ſhall be forthwith Reſtored 
to them, according to the ſaid Order of the Kings-Bench. 
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
